Town Warrant 


To John Murdock, a citizen of the Town of Ripley, in 
the County of Somerset, State of Maine: 
GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
requested to notify and warn the inhabitants of the 
Town of Ripley, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, 
to meet at the Town Hall in said town on the 7th day 
of March, 1938 at 9:30 o’clock in the forenoon to act 
upon the following articles, to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 

Art. 2. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year. 

Art. 38. To hear the reports of the town officers. 

Art. 4. To choose three or more selectmen, assess- 
ors, and overseers of the poor. 

Art. 5. To choose a town treasurer. 

Art. 6. To choose one or more road commissioners. 

Art. 7. To choose one or more superintending school 
committee. 

Art. 8. To choose one or more trustees of the 
Crocker Library; a fire ward; and all other officers re- 
quired to be chosen at this meeting. . | 

Art. 9. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise for the support of common schools, 
school books, school house repairs, miscellaneous school 
expenses, high school tuition. 
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Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise to maintain town ways and bridges. 

Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise for the purpose of maintaining town 
ways and highways during the snow season. 

Art. 12. To see if the town will instruct the select- 
men to expend the money raised to maintain the town 
ways and highways during the snow season, or act 
anything thereon. 

Art. 13. To grant and raise a sum of money for 
support of poor. 

Art. 14. To grant and raise a sum of money for 
miscellaneous town expenses. 

Art. 15. To grant and raise a sum of money to pay 
interest on loans. 

Art. 16. To grant and raise a sum of money for 
the support of Crocker Library. 

Art. 17. To grant and raise a sum of money for 
maintenance of State Aid highways; Third Class and 
Special Resolve roads; for early patrol; and cutting 
bushes on improved roads. | 

Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $48.00 for street lights, or act anything there- 
on. 

Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $20.00 for public health nurse. 

Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $15.00 for Memorial Day. 

Art. 21. To see if the town will grant and raise a 
sum of money for the purpose of retiring outstanding 
notes. 

Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum 
of money sufficient to buy paint for the iron fence at 
the West Ripley Cemetery, or act anything thereon. 

Art. 23. To see if the town will instruct the Ceme- 
tery committee to have the grass in all the cemeteries, 
cut on or before the 15th of July ieach year, the ex- 
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pense to be paid for out of the town charges account, 
or act anything thereon. 

Art. 24. To see what sum the town will appropriate 
for State Aid road construction (in addition to the 
amounts regularly raised for the care af ways, high- 
ways and bridges) under the provisions of Section 19, 
Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 1930, or under the 
provisions of Section 8, Chapter 229, Public Laws of 
OST 

Art. 25. To see what sum, if any, the town would 
recommend to take from the joint state aid account 
for the purpose of applying bituminous surface treat- 
ment to state aid roads, in excess of the requirements 
of Section 2, Chapter 182, P. L. 1935. 

Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen to expend the State Aid fund on the 
North Road or act anything thereon. 

Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to expend the 1938 State Aid and Third- 
Class funds in rebuilding Woodcock Hill, or act any- 
thing relating thereto. 

Art. 28. To see what method the town will adopt 
for payment and collection of taxes, to choose a tax 
collector, and vote his compensation. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to charge 5% 
interest on all unpaid 1988 taxes after December 1, or 
act anything thereon. 

Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $200.00 to be expended from A. L. Ellms to 
State Aid No. 1 via the ‘“Ellms Road,” so called, or act 
anything thereon. 

Art. 31. To see if the town will raise $150.00 to be 
expended all in gravel on the Rumery Road, said gravel 
to be put from Jones Corner to the Buck house, or act 
anything thereon. 

Art. 32. To seeif the town will authorize the select- 
mien to pay to Clayton E. Jewett the sum of $4.00, said 
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sum being a true bill on the Summer Roads appropria- 
tion for 1937-38, or act anything thereon. 

Art. 33. To get the expression of the town in rela- 
tion to abating the 1938 taxes of Mrs. J. H. Lane, or 
act anything thereon. 

Art. 34. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men and treasurer to borrow as a temporary loan or 
loans to and for the use of the town in anticipation of 
taxes of the current municipal year 1938-39; and in- 
struct said officials to retire any notes or obligations 
that may become due by issuing new ones which will 
not be in anticipation of taxes, or act anything thereon. 

Art. 35. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen and their successors in office to possess, 
sell, lease, rent, or otherwise dispose of in behalf of 
the town, for such price and upon such terms, condi- 
tions and securities as they may deem to be for the best 
interest of the town, any property in which the town 
has acquired or may acquire a title or interest by tax 
deeds, tax mortgage liens or other means; the costs 
and expenses necessary and incidental thereto to be 
appropriated from such proceeds as may accrue to the 
town by reason of such authority; also, to execute and 
deliver in behalf of the town all necessary and proper 
conveyances of real estate for the purpose of carrying 
out the object of this vote, and to record any securi- 
ties that may be taken pursuant to this article. 

You will give notice that the Selectmen will be in 
session at their office on said day of meeting at 8:30 
o'clock in the forenoon, for the purpose of receiving 
names and correcting the list of voters.

School Report 


To the Citizens of Ripley: 

The school committee and superintendent of schools 
respectfully submit the following report for the past 
twelve months. 

The school year of 1936-37 closed last June after a 
very harmonious and successful year’s work, with four 
schools in operation. During the last of the year the 
number of pupils became very small at the Jones 
school, but it was considered best to finish the year 
without change. At the beginning of the present 
school year in September it was found that the small 
number of pupils made it economically necessary to 
combine this school with the Hiead-of-the-Pond School 
by means of transportation. The latter school was 
the only one which had the room to receive more pupils. 

The resignation of two teachers, Miss Mariane 
Kennedy and Miss Ernestine Cheney, together with the 
closing of the Jones School which had been in charge 
of Miss Beth Palmer, left only one former teacher for 
this year, Mrs. Rena L. Eaton. 


Reference to the financial report in detail on follow- 
ing pages will show the list of teachers with which the 
remaining three schools began the present year. The 
appointment of Vera H. Felker as teacher of the Pond 
School, together with financial necessity, made it seem 
best to discontinue any special Music teacher, at least 
for a time. If no changes in the teaching force had 
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occurred Mrs. Felker’s previous work in music would 
have had a valuable after effect, as the regular teachers 
could have continued to quite an extent to carry on 
her methods and plans. The present year, up to this 
time, has been one of several substitutions of teachers 
for various unpredictable reasons. This is to be re- 
gretted, as frequent changes do not usually produce 
as desirable school work as when no changes occur. 
The Mills School has been the only one not affected by 
changes. It is hoped and expected, however, that by 
the end of the year all irregularities can be made up 
for. 

We were again fortunate in having a visit at the very 
beginning of the school year in each school from Miss 
Zeta I. Brown, rural school field worker from the State 
Department of Education. It has been difficult to ob- 
tain her presence each year, as her services have been 
much in demand. She contributed much toward a 
good beginning of the school year through her expert 
knowledge of the best type of daily programs, primary 
teaching methods, etc. 

At the close of the last school year it was voted by 
the committee not to admit tuition pupils to the Mills 
School for this year, owing to the fact that the sete! 
would be as large as it should be without. 


No fixed plan of terms and vacations has as yet been 
made for the remainder of the year, so no attempt will 
be made to print this here. One innovation has been 
tried out in the Mills School, with apparent success and 
satisfaction up to this time. As the school divided 
almost even as to numbers into upper and lower grades, 
the upper grades only have attended in the forenoons, 
and the lower grades in the afternoons. This has 
allowed the teacher to concentrate her efforts on these 
two types of work separately. We feel that this op- 
portunity for easier concentration of attention, even 
for a shorter period, will produce as good or perhaps 
better results, and be easier for both pupils and teacher, 
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Present enrollment in the 3 schools is 68, or 6 less 
than last year. Of these 14 are in the Hillside School, 
24 at the Head-of-the-Pond and 30 in the Mills School. 
In addition 2 are attending in Dexter and 12 at the 
Webber School in Cambridge. Until within about 2 
weeks the latter number was only 9, however. The 
school census as submitted to the State last April con- 
tained the names of 70 boys and 48 girls, a total of 118. 

Students receiving Ripley grammar school diplomas 
in June, 1937, were John Litchfield and Dorothy Mills. 
Ripley students attending secondary schools in other 
towns for the first half of this year are; Ethelinda 
Ellms and John Litchfield at Higgins Classical Insti- 
tute; in Dexter High School, Robert Briggs, Muriel 
Briggs, Dana J. Lancaster, Madeline Rumery, Helen A. 
Mills, Dorothy B. Mills, Alden Perkins, Barbara Per- 
kins, Bernice Rees, and William R. Richardson. 

The legal tuition rates per year at present, as fixed 
by law, are Dexter High School $57.00, and Higgins 
Classical Institute $113.82. The latter school is charg- 
ing towns outside, however, only $100.00 per year per 
pupil. 

Very little work has been done for a year past on 
any of the school buildings. A small amount of work 
and materials was applied to completing the new work 
of last year at the Head-of-the-Pond School, and what 
little expenditure was made elsewhere has been for 
small routine items of up-keep. As for many years 
past, the most conspicuous lack in every school in town 
is that of modern hard wood floors. The present floors 
are of soft wood and very old and rough. The electric 
lights in the Mills school, installed through the efforts 
of the school and parents, are a great improvement 
and a great benefit to the children. 


The subject of a consolidated school for Ripley has 
been a live topic of inquiry for several years. There 
seems to be no question but what such a change would 
give the town better schools. Unless conditions should 
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change radically, all pupils in town who now attend 
within the town could easily be accomodated by three 
rooms under three teachers, any year. Each teacher 
could devote her attention to three grades instead of 
eight or nine. Better heating and sanitary conditions 
could also be provided. Present highway conditions 
make the matter of conveyance entirely possible and 
practical. The only obstacle seems to be the lack of a 
suitable central school building. 


FINANCES 


For the year ending in February, 1937, expenditures 
had been unavoidably larger than for the previous year 
by $3870.37, while resources had been less upon which to 
draw by $7038.48. This resulted, as is well known, in an 
overdraft of $723.46. Last March the town increased 
its appropriation from $2,000. to $2,700. with the in- 
tention of making it possible to pay all current expenses 
and also to reduce the overdraft carried forward in the 
school account. Due in part to the fact that only three 
schools are in operation this year a balance of $221.80 
has been possible, which applies on reduction of the 
overdraft of last year, bringing it down to $501.66. 

No appointment of State equalization fund money 
has been received by Ripley since Dec., 1935. This is 
due to the fact that our rate of taxation for school pur- 
poses has been below the average for all the towns of 
the state. It thus appears that taxation for school pur- 

poses here has not been excessive. 
Any school department overdraft, it seems to us, 
should be carried forward and eventually retired from 
school appropriations. No other method appears 
possible ‘except that it be relegated to the town debt, 
which your school officials do not favor. Therefore 
the School Committee and superintendent in com- 
mittee meetings, have expressed themselves as favor- 
ing an appropriation this year for all school purposes 
of $2,700., the same as last year. Unless unforeseen 
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expense should occur, that appropriation should en- 
able us to nearly or quite wipe out the above mentioned 
overdraft. This would be a relief to all concerned.

There were 20 Seven Point children in town this 
year, two schools qualified for dental certificates show- 
ing that half of the pupils teeth were in good condition, 
and one school earned an award for use of the Health 
Habit Chart. 

A Baby and Preschool Conference was held in July 
with 4 children who entered school in the fall, and 5 
younger children and babies attending. 

Six home visits have been made in town this year, 
and a child taken to clinic, the time for three of these 
being paid for by the families. 

The Community Nursing Service has spent 5 days 
and 151 miles of travel in Ripley this year. 

I wish to thank the people of the community for their 
support and cooperation during the past year, and hope 
that we may continue to work together for the better 
health of the community.
